My last letter, if I remember right, was written on 
the Ene Canal, near Canajohane, on my way to 
Utica, which I reached on Beate ou 
may, perhaps, feel but litle mterest ine pm of my 
progress from place to place, but should you ever 
travel ths route to Niagara, the information it wim 
my power to give you, may be of much service. If 
travellers generally would pursue the plan of speaking 
of their journey and mentioning the best routes, those 
who toliow them wou'd be greatly benefitted, by be- 
mg informed of the most convenient and agreeable 
lines, and being pot on their guard against the imposi- 
tions which are always attempted to be practised upon 


At Unica our party procured a stage, and made an 
excursion to Trenton, or West Canada Falla, about 
14 miles distant. These Falls are on the West Canada 
Creek, @ buet!ing stream, which flows into, and con. 
stitute a principal tributary of the Mohawk river. At 
this place the stream has cut a .fnghtfal chasm, 
through an immense chain of rocks, and glides down 
with great force and velocity. ‘There are alioge:her 
four cataracts, located within a distance of a mile and 
® quarter, the first of which ws about forty feet high, 
one the next quarter about 35 teet. Allot them have

ing tia white spray towards the heavens, altogether 
trom @ scene at once UDpresmve, grand and magnifi- 
cent. A feeling of awe acd sublimity ws awakened in 
the mind, and the traveller who can appreciate such 
sublime works of nature, must bow im adoration to 
the Great Power that has tormed them. 

Bemdes the Falls there are ther otyects of curiosity 
at this piace, sullicent to induce the traveller to di 
verge from his course, im order to vet them. Among 
these are the pecuhar formation of the rocks m the 
vicemty, bemg composed of layers of a dark lune 
siune, lad in such regular synunetry, as at firet mght, 
to induce the umpresson that they are the work of 
ort rather than of nature—satural dropping wells, 
sunilar to shower betha, and petrified manne shells, 
and animals of an antedeluvian date. Several of the 
latter were shown us et the refreahinent house atthe 
Palle, ‘There are aleo beautnful ecrystale found here, 
quantities of which will be shown the vntur on the 
banks. Being liowted as to time, our stay at the Falls, 
was only tor a few hours. 

From Unea we took a packet boat on the Canal at 
Syracuse, about #0 miles further wee. From the 
pot we should have procecded on to Rochester, but 
trom the tact that the Boat (the Pilot, Capt. Codey,) 
was anextremely unpleasant one, and the hands, trom 
the highest to the’ lowes, surly and disagreeable.
